3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The primary reason for allowability is that the prior art does not teach or suggest 
a fundus camera with a focus aid mark projecting system including a moving focus aid 
marl< focusing lens configured to move to adjust the focus of a focus aid mark, wherein 
the focus aid mark focusing lens is coupled to the imaging focus adjustment lens so as 
to move with that lens, and a focus aid mark projecting system with a light source and 
condenser lens, wherein the light source and condenser lens are not coupled to the 
imaging focus adjustment lens, as set forth in the claimed combination of claim 1 .
